utterly impossible to journey to tlie 
Capitol in early spring, when every-, 
thing is on the boom. 


I'.ul the reason advanced 
for the 


change to be made to the 30th of April 
seems most fitting of thorrj all. since, 
around it clusters historic associations. 
It was on the last of April, 37S9, that 
Ceorge Washington first look the oath
